DETAILED ACTION 

Claim R^ections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C- 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubUcation in this or a foreign country or in pubUc 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in the United 
states. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Harrington 
(US 6,269,994). 

Harrington discloses a manual tile cutter comprising all the elements claimed 
including, inter alia, a base (12); a rail (34); a carriage (52); and a blade (e.g. 48). See 
whole patent. The work has no patentable weight.
